A  Description  of  the  City  of  New- 
York,  hy  a  Scots  Gentleman  lately 
arrived  from  that  City, 

"^EW-YORK  is  pleafantly  (ituated 


I  dry.  on  the  end  of  an  ifland  which  is 

en  of  lixteen  miles  long,  to  King’s  Bridge^^ 
bread  where  it  is  joined  to  the  main  by  a 
lieen  wocKlen  bridge.  This  ifland  yaries  in 
aviiig  breadth,  from  two  or  three  miles.'  It  is 
ntry',  formed  by  Hudfon’s,  or  the  North  River, 
other  and  what  is  called  the  Eajl  River,  ot 
azing  more  properly  the  Sound,  It  is  well  cul- 
ipair*  tivated,  and  covered  with  gentlemen’s 
vhich  colintry-fcats  and  pleafknt  farms.  Land 
ntuft  fells  at  a  great  price ;  and  gentlemen’^ 
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eftatGS  rent  high,  lying  convenient  to 
a  go(xl  m.'irket. 

This  city  labours  under  the  diladvan- 
age  of  not  having  been  begun  upon  a 
regular  plan.  Moft  of  the  Itreets  are 
crooked ;  and,  by  the  ground  rifing 
from  the  fea,  are  very  unequal  in  their 
afeents  and  defe'ents.  They  are  paved 
with  round  pebbles,  which  (having  no 
foot-paths)  makes  walking  on  them  ve- 
fy  dilagrccable  to  ftrangers.  The  houfes 
are  moftly  built  of  brick.  Thofe  that 
have  been  lately  done  begin  to  fliow  a 
tafle,  which  in  time  will  probably  ex¬ 
pend  itfelf. 

The  plan  of  the  city  may  be  faid  to  be 
a  triangle,  the  bafe  of  which  lies  along 
Hui!fon*s  river.  Upon  the  angle,  to¬ 
wards  the  bay,  is  the  fort,  where  the  go¬ 
vernor’s  houfe  was,  and  where  he  ufed 
to  live,  until  it  was  burnt  down  in  go¬ 
vernor  Tryon’s  time.  This  fort  is  of 
no  fignification  in  point  pf  ftrength  to¬ 
wards  the  land,  being  commanded  by 
that  part  of  the  town  which  lies  behind 
it,  ftanding  on  higher  ground.  Towards 
the  water  there  is  a  battery,  upon  which 
as  be,en  mounted  a  number  of  great 
uns  ;  but  at  prefent  there  are  no  more 
bn  carriages  than  twenty-one^  the  others 
lying  difmoupted. 

This  battery  is  built  upon  the  point 
formed  by  the  bay  and  Hudfon’s  river, 
It  is  of  great  extent.  No  (liips  can 
come  in  or  go  out  without  being  expo- 
fed  to  its  fire.  It  is  faced  with  free 
iftone,  and  is  in  extreme  good  order. 
The  water  comes  up  to  the  walls.  U- 
pon  this  is  a  fine  walk,  planted  with 
trees  :  from  it  is  a  beautiful  profpeft  of 
the  Jerfey-lhore,  Staten  and  Long 
iflands,  the  bay  with  its  iflands,  and  the 
ihipping,  which  are  conftantly  going  out 
or  coming  in.  Here  many  of  the  citi¬ 
zens  enjoy  themfelves  in  the  fummer 
evening?,  having  generally  a  cool  breeze 
from  the  bay.  The  other  parts  of  this 
fort  are  of  little  ufe,  confining  pf  a  par¬ 
cel  of  walls  put  together  without  any 
regularity,  and  ip  bad  condition.  Guns 
have  been  mounted  on  them  ;  but  I  was 
told  lord  Dunmore,  when  governor, 
caufed  them  al|  to  be  thrown  down. 

Along  Hudfon’s  river  are  many  wharfs, 
run  out  for  landing  of  goods  ;  but  thefe 
are  only  frecjiicnted  by  fmall  craft. 
Here  is  likewife  the  King’s  Yard,  ha¬ 
ying  a  convenient  wharf  before  it. '  The 
itpres  are  kept  in  ilieds.  In  the  couit 


I  obferved  a  good  number  of  (hells  and 
bullets  piled  up. 

The  King’s  Filher,  capt.. Montague, 
a  twenty-gun  jhip,  lies  off  in  the  river. 
This  gentleman  is  very  adive  in  fearch- 
ing  all  (hips  inward  bound  for  military 
(tores.  He  often  goes  down  to  Sandy- 
hook,  at  the  diltance  of  twenty-five 
miles.  There  he  can  do  no  damage  by 
the  firing  of  his  guns  in  bringing  vcflcls 
to,  which  might  be  the  cafe  when  nigh 
the  town  ;  for  they  arc  very  obftinate, 
and  fomctinies  give  his  barge  a  long 
chace  when  they  have  a  fair  breeze. 

From  the  fort,  along  the  bay,  are 
great  numbers  of  wharfs  run  out ;  at 
thefe  the  flapping  load  and  unload. 
The  fpaces  betwixt  are  called  Slips,  In¬ 
to  them  the  (hips  come.  They  are  very 
dexterous  at  making  thofe  wharfs,  which 
are  piers  biiilt  of  wood,  filled  with 
(tones,  placed  at  a  diltance  one  from  the 
other :  Thefe  they  put  together  to  a 
certain  heiglit,  and  then  float  them  out, 
where  they  arc  funk  in  deep  water. 
When  they  are  rai  fed  as  high  as  want¬ 
ed,  they  are  joined  by  w'ays  made  of 
long  logs,  covered  with  plank,  which 
are  fupported  by  upright  pods  in  the 
middle,  fo  as  to  form  a  good  fecure 
foad  for  carriages,  and  of  a  proper 
breadth,  the  one  to  pafs  the  other.  The 
lower  part  of  the  town  has  been  moflly 
all  gained  off  the  fea,  w’hich,  as  it  in- 
creafed,  they  had  done  by  joining  the 
ends  of  the  wharfs  one  to  the  other 
with  a  ftrong  bread- work  of  logs  and 
(tones,  and  then  filling  up  the  fpaces 
where  the  (hips  ufed  to  lie  with  earth. 
It  is  (till  in  the  memory  of  many,  that, 
where  ftreets  and  houfes  now  (land,  fc- 
veral  hundred  yards  back,  (hips  ufed  to 
]oad  and  unload. 

At  the  wharfs  next  the  fort  jie  the 
yi^lbany  (loops,  which  bring  down  the 
river  vaft  quantities  of  wheat  and  flour, 
>vhich  is  lodged  in  ware-houfes  adjoin¬ 
ing  till  it  is  (hipped  off  to  foreign  mar¬ 
kets.  Near  this  (lands  the  Exchange, 
which  is  a  plain  brick  building,  with 
arches  all  round  that  fupport  a  room 
above,  ufed  for  public  entertainments, 
&c.  The  wharfs  extend  all  along  that 
part  of  the  city  that  fronts  the  bay, 
which  may  be  a  large  mile.  About  half 
a  gun(bpt  off  is  the  road,  where  there  if 
good  anchoring-ground  t  and  here  lief 
the  Afia,  capt.

Thus,  the  pomp  and .  nvagnifieence’ 
with  which  the  fun.  was  worfhipped'ln  '

which,  in  the.  eafeern  language,  figniflea 
Lord,  or^Bdafeer,  and  tho  human  ^Aima

Not  only  tlie  extenfive  plains, 
unclouded  iky,  already  mentioned,  h:i\e 
been  long  tince  obferved  to  point  this 
out  ;  but  we  imagine,  that  the  manner  in 
nhich  the  inhabitants  of  this  country 
live,  and  whicli  is  as  uniform  as  their 
climate  or  their  foil,  hath  greatly  contri¬ 
buted  to  direct  their  altciition  to  thefe 
o!>ieCts. 

it  has  ever  been  a  ciiftom  with  them, 
rijiially  connected  with  health  and  plca- 
fure,  to  pafs  the  nights  iii  fu mmer  upon 
the  houfe-tops,  which  for  this  very  pur- 
pofe  arc  made  flat,  aiul  divided  from 
each  other  by  walls.  VVe  found  this 
way  of  Ileeping  extremely  agreiviblc, 
we  thereby  enjoyed  the  cool  air, 
the  reach  Of  gnats  and  vapours,  without 
;my  t)ther  covering  than  the  canopy  of 
the  heavens,  which  unavoidaldy  prefents 
itfelf  in  ditferciit  pleafing  forms,  upon 
every  interruption  of  reft,  when  filcncc 
and  folitude  ftroiigly  dlfpofc  the  mind  to 
contemplation. 

No  where  could  we  ri  ” 
face  of  the  heavens  more  beauties, 
on  the  earth  fewer,  than  in  our  night 
travels  through  the  defarts  of  Arabia, 
where  it  is  impollible  not  to  be  ftriick 
with  this  contiaft;  a  boundlefs  drea 
wafie,  wnthout  tree  or  water,  mountain 
or  valley,  or  the  Icaft  variety  of  colours, 
ofi'ers  a  tedious  famenefs  to  the  wearied 
traveller,  who  is  agreeably  icl 
looking  up  to  that  chearful  moving  pic¬ 
ture,  which  meafurcB  his  time,  dire^its 
his  courle,  and  lights  up  his  way. 

The  w.um  fancy  of  the  Arab  felt  the 
tranlUion  trom  wild  admiration  to  fiiper- 
ftUious  refpc.ft,  and  the  paifions  were 
before  the  judgment  was  con- 
fuited.  The  Jew's,  in  their  paflage 
through  the  wildemefs  (where  we  art

As  fuperltition  travelled  northward, 
file  changed  her  garb  with  her  country* 
and  the  piCturefque  mixture  of  hill,  vale*  * 
grove  and  wMter  in  Greece,  gave  birth 
to  Oreades,  Dryades  and  Naides,  with 
all  the  varieties  of  that  fanciful  mytho- 
difeover  iu  the  logy,  which  only  fnch  a  poet  as  Hbmer^ 
nor  in  Inch  a  country  as  Greece,  could  have 
connected  into  that  form  or  fyftcm* 
which  poetry  has  ever  fince  thought 
proper  to  adopt.

He  met  with  a  leVere  mortiflca-' 
tion  upon  his  firft  entrance  into  oflice, 
!>cing,  like  many  of  his  cotempnrary  po¬ 
liticians,  though  in  more  exalted  depari- 
luents,  intirely  ignorant  of  the  poll  he 
had  uiulcrtiken  to  fill.  He  repaired  to 
a  certain  cf)ffee-houfc,  not  far  from 
Mitre-court,  and  very  emphatically  cal¬ 
led  to  the  waiter  for  X)\c  Morninf^  Con- 
rant,  “  We  take  no  fuch  paper  in, 
Sir,’*  was  the  reply.  “  Why  then  let 
Tue  fee  the  Morning  AJverti/:r**  “  1 
know  of  no  fuch  paper,”  anfwtrcd  the 
gentlewoman  at  the  bar.  “  No,  ma- 
tlam, — Oil !  1  meant  the  Daih Chronicle,** 
“  We  do  not  take  it  in,  Sir,^’  the  waiter 
anfwered.  “  Why,  what  the  d — I,  do 
you  take  no  paper  in  ? — if  tliat  is  the 
«  afe,  I’ll  have  no  cofi'ee  and  aw<ay  he 
marched  in  a  violerit  paflion.  But  his 
mortification  did  not  ceafe  here ;  for 
when  he  came  to  the  door,  a  heavy  fliow- 
er  of  rain  compelled  him  to  return  ; 
when  being  fomewhat  cooled  by  the 
moifture  of  the  atmofphere,  he  faid, 
“  Well,  I  fee  I  mull  have  coflee,  whe¬ 
ther  1  will  or, no.”  The  whole  room 
was  by  this  time  in  a  titter  ;  the  waiter, 
who  brought  him  his  coP'ec,  could  hard¬ 
ly  refrain  from  laughing  in  his  face. 
Looking  about,  and  feeing  all  eyes  upon 
him,  he*  faid,  with  fome  acrimony, 
“  You  are  all  very  merry,  I  hope  it  is 
not  at  my  expence.”  This  fpeech  fet 
the  whole  room  in  a  roar.  He  fwallow- 
ed  his  coflee,  burnt  his  mouth,  dropt 
his  three-pence,  and  maile  a  very  preci¬ 
pitate  retreat  in  tlie  niidfl  of  thclhcwtr. 

Let  this  be  a  caution  to  country  poli¬ 
ticians,  tipon  their  firft  arrival  in  town, 
not  to  difplay  their  ignorance  in  public  ;

politician,  whom  they  have  pronounced 
fair  game ^  in  every  cofiec-houfe  in  town.

How  much  h  the.  whole  college  of 
pliyficians  indebted  to  the  memory  of 
l)r  Clliirun,  for  leavii^  them  a  juftcr 
and  more  perfed  account  Df  the  nature 
of  fanguification,  bilification,  feparation 
of  the  urine  and  other  humours  froni 
the  mafs  of  blood, dhan  ever  the  world 
was  before  acquainted  with  !  And  does 
not  the  great  Dr  Willis  deferve  to  be 
ranked  among  the  benefadors  of  man- 
kind;  fv>r  thofe  ufcfiil  difeoveries  lie  has 
made  of  nutrition,  generation,  and  fepa- 
ration  of  the  fuccus  nem'ofuAi  and  the 
animal  fpirits,  with  their  preternatural 
afiedions  ?  How  glimmering  a  light,  ard, 
how  imperfed  a  notion  had  the  antients 
of  the  uatiire  of  the  faliva^  and  otlier 
juices  that  are  conveyed  into  the  mouth, 
together  with  their  duds  and  paflages* 
before  our  learned  countryman  Dr 
Wharton  firft,  and  the  ingenious  Steno 
fince,  had  fo  happily  difcluled  thoit 
great  fecrets  of  nature  to  the  world  I 
Did  any  of  the  antients  ever  imagine 
that  the  lungs  conftfted  only  of  veflels 
and  bladders  ;  or  that  the  livef,  fpleen, 
and  reins  were  conglomerctte  glandulei  ? 
And  yet,  that  thefe  are  fo,  tlut  flcilful  ^ 
nnatomitl  and  deep  naturalift  Malphi- 
gius  has  pheed  beyond  a  doubt,  wko 
was  acquainted  with  the  true  and  polvef* 
fill  operations  of  cathartic  rnedicinea  in 
the  human  body,  before  Sir  George  Lilt 
had  imparted  it  to  the  worlds 
The  antients  indeed  told  us,  that  the 
chyle  difeharged  itfclf  through  the  meje- 
rate  veins  into  tl;c  liver ;  but,  as  to  itk 
true  palTa^c  into  the  mafs  of  blood,  they 
were  as  little  able  to  give  any  phyficM  ^ 
account  of  its  pnKcfs  as  they  were  to 
demon  ft  rAte  the  commixture  of  the  air 
with  thaf  wonderful  fluid.  What  ad¬ 
mirable  (crvice,  then,  has  that  great  ana^ 
tomift  Dr  Lower  done  to  mankind,  in 
his  tra^l  Cmde^  where,  from  indefa¬ 
tigable  induflry  and  labour  in  the  rc- 
fearch,  be  has  demonftrated  the  true 
paflage  of  the  chyle  to  be  through  the 
bdtalsj  rcctf^acje,  and  chylitcmus 
duds ;  and  that  it  can  have  no  other 
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coiirfc  or  convey  incc  into  the  general 
m.tls  ot  the  ;  Into  whicii  tilio  he 

proves  lh.it  tl'.e  niiri'iis  partirlLS  ot  the 
ait  likewile  inliiuLitt  tlieiukives  li)r  the 
preferv.u ion  I't  health,  aiui  eoiuiiuiaiiee 
oi  .imtnal  hie  ?

'rite fc  vain. led  .autierts  were  fo  very 
defectiu-  in  lhi>  an  or  feience,  tl'-’t  the 
Icarncvl  V.ire.nus  tells  us,  the  im»ri  ^'cue- 
lal  ami  necellary  principles  of  it  were 
Iv'rmcrly  lirdcnown,  l)ie  lla.';  an*!  re- 
t!ii\  of  the  fca,  the  habitablenel':,  ('f  tl;c 
torriil  /one,  the  piJnr  j):aiertyof  t!ie 
t!ie  ilivtrfity  of  tite  wimls,  tvilh 
the  trise  liyure  and  dnnenlions  of  the 
earth.  Nor  hail-  tftey  any  jufi  maps  or 
defeription^  of  remote  e'oui'.ti  ies  ;  of 
whii  h  they  nctived  from  one  another, 
aiul  h.ive  eonNcyed  down  to  polleiily 
the  ittoll  fabiilons  and  extravagant  rela¬ 
tions. 

'riieV  knew  not  that  the  earth  was 
tncompafhd  by  the  fej,  and  that  it 
might  thcietiire  be  pmTible  to  fail  round 
it,  not  as  a  pluin^  but  as  a  — with¬ 
out  the  leall  danger  of  falling  into  the 
nether  Iky — which  their  tot.il  ignorance 
with  regard  to  the  rrnttr  t  f 
might  otluiwife  have  given  them  an  ap- 
jrihenfion  of*  had  liieh  an  iiu'.redible 
vi)yage  been  tlicn  propofOd  to  the  molt 
ci>lig!i*ened  of  their  phiU.fophei  s. 

Ihrh  (1  reeks,  Kom.ms  and  Egyptians 
wiu*  intirely  unaeijuainlcd,  not  only 
with  the  v.dt  continent  of  America 
(which  indeed  was  a  ilifeovery  leferved 
fi'r  later  times},  hut  even  of  the  nor¬ 
thern  and  foutheim  regions  of  their  owm 
hemilpberc,  which  lay  within  tluir  owm 
Ci>mp.if>.  Nay,  fo  liiile  did  tliey  know 
of  the  remoter  parts  v,f  their  ow  n  Alia, 
th.it  all  thofc  pro.  ineev  which  lay  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  (I.mcis  apjH'ar  to  have 
Ik’ch  a  t(fr*i  to  them— — iroin 

ary  traces  th«it  liave  been  lianded  down 
to  poUcrity.  They  kiieiv  nutldng  u'  the 


v.ift  kingdom  of  Cathay,  now  calTctf 
Cliina  ;  nothing  of  Jap.m,  or  of  the  nu^ 
nuroiis  oriental  illands  that  are  deferi- 
hed  in  our  modern  charts,  which  make 
not  only  the  greateft,  but  the  bell  part 
of  file  eallern  w«)rld. 

P.ut  wiiat  feems  to  me  rather  ftranger^ 
and  more  remarkable,  is,  tliat  neither 
'riuieydidcs  nor  Herodotus,  nor  any 
other  Greek  author  eotemporary  with 
them,  have  even  mentioned  the  Roman 
cominonw  eakh,  though  tht*n  growing 
up  to  a  fovereign  empire,  in  tiieir  own 
hemifphere.  Hiidiciis  tdls  us,  in  his 
treatife  J)e  J/7e,  that  the  Grecians  were 
fo  utterly  ignorant  of  the  Spaniards^ 
th.it  Kphorus,  one  of  their  moll  accu«. 
r.ite  getigrapliers,  took  Spain,  ivhich  hp- 
11  lies  to  be  a  city  of  Europe,. 

N.iy,  it  wa.i,  in  fornur  times,  fo  dange¬ 
rous  a  thing  to  /'cAvre  in  the  AntipodeSy 
that  lionifjce,  arehl^lhop  of  Mentz,  by 
chance  lurving  feen  a  treatife  written  by- 
Virgilius,  biiliop  of  Siilt/hiirg,  upon  thia 
fubjed,  and  apprehending  that  feme, 
d.imn.ible  and  pernicious  dodriue  might 
have  been  couched  imtler  fo  extraordi¬ 
nary  a  title,  reprefented  the  heiuoulnefs 
of  the  iiv)tioi>  to  the  Pope  and  council 
in  fo  alarming  a  manner,  that  poor  Vir¬ 
gil,  x^hofe  misfortune  it  xvas  to  be  learn¬ 
ed  in  an  age  of  dunces,  was  depiivcd  of 
his  diiicefe,  and<*ondemned  as  a  heretic* 

The  learned  Fr.icaltorius  fays  (for  I 
mull  iK>t  exped  to  be  credited  by  pe¬ 
dants  on  this  fubjed,  without  fupport- 
ing  my  argument  ii^xni  authorities),  that 
our  aucellors  knew  little  of  the  globe 
wchvvard  beyond  the  Fortunate  IdaiulSy 
and  eaftward  as  little  beyond  Catygara, 
now  e.illed  Caniivn,  the  richeft:  city  in 
China ;  fo  that,  as  that  author  informs 
us,  of  the  whole  habitable  world  fcarce 
one  h.ilf  w:i:;  known  to  the  antients;  and 
if  any  of  thofe  outlund'tjh  or  undifeovered 
natives  had  happened  to  have  Itrayed  a- 
mong  them,  tliey  would  probably  have 
flared  upon  them  as  travellers  from  the 
moon,  having  already  limited  the  earth 
within  the  narrow  compafs  of  their  own 
geography. 

From  this  comparifon  vit  may  ealily 
perceive  what  vafl  improvements  the 
particular  branch  of  fcience  we  are  now 
upon  has  received  from  the  induftry 
and  rtfearches  of  later  times;  for  our 
navigation  is  far  greater,  our  charts 
more  accurate,  oiir  globes  better  defi- 
ncated,  our  voyages  more  adventurous 
and  remote,  our  reports  more  juft  and 
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intelligent,  and  confcqucntly  our  cofmo^ 
^raphy  infinitely  more  perte<5t  than  it 
was  in  the  eUler  times  of  Polybius  and 
l^oiVidonius,  or  even  than  it  had  arrived 
ti)  in  the  later  ones  of  Ptolemy,  Strabo, 
or  Pomponius  Mela,  who  lived  in  the 
a?ra  of  the  Cxfars. 

And  if  this  ait  was  fo  very  defective 
in  tl»e  iloiirifhing  ages  of  the  Roman 
empire,  how  much  more  fo  muft  it  have 
been  in  the  days  of  Ariftotle  and  the 
Grecians !  And  therefore  it  was  no 
wonder  that  the  Macedonian  hero  was 
no  belter  inllruded  than  to  imagine  he 
had  conquered  the  whole  world,  when 
in  truth  one  of  our  modern  fox-hunters 
might  very  nexirly  have  traverfed  his  pu- 
jiy  empire  between  fan  and  fun. 

But  as  great  improvement  as  has  in 
thefe  latter  ages  been  made  in  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  geography,  we  have  yet  reafon 
I  to  believe  that  our  difeoveries  may  dill 
be  enlarged  to  further  countries  and 
tracts  of  land,  from  the  prefumption  of 
fo  many  fpacious  fliores,  promontories 
and  mountains  appearing  to  our  fou- 
thern  and  nortlicrn  failors,  of  which  we 
have  yet  received  no  account  except 
^what  might  be  furmifed  from  a  remote 
profpeft  at  fea.  From  whence,  and 
from  the  figure  of  the  earth,  it  may  be 
concluded  that  almofl  as  much  extent 
of  ground  remains  yet  behind  as  was 
known  in  the  times  of  the  Aflyrian  and 
Perfian  monarchies ;  fo  that,  without 
affufhing  any  vain  fpirit  of  prophecy, 
we  may  venture  to  pronounce  that  ano¬ 
ther  ne^u  world  remains  ftill  to  be  difeo- 
vered. 

To  accompli  111  this  event,  there  is  on¬ 
ly  wanting  the  invention  of  the  longi¬ 
tude.  This  great  dejidercuum^  if  once 
accomplifticd,  will  make  well  nigh  as 
great  an  alteration  in  the  world  hereaf¬ 
ter  as  the  difeovery  of  the  needle  did 
before  ;  and  then  our  poftcrity  may  out¬ 
go  us  as  much  as  we  have  done  the  an- 
tients,  who  made  it  one  of  their  boafts 
to  have  travelled  as  far  as  the  Pillars  of 
HercuUsy  and  whofe  ultima  TbuU  extend¬ 
ed  not  beyond  the  Orkneys. 

If  any  (hall  doubt  the  probability  of 
fuch  an  xra  in  the  world,  he  can  only 
make  ufe  of  the  fame  arguments  which 
bad  before  rendered  the  project  of  Co¬ 
lumbus  ridiculous,  who,  had  he  been 
tiifcouragtd  by  the  raillery  of  his  adver- 
I'aries,  by  the  judgment  of  the  beft  altro- 
nomers  of  his  time,  and  the  intreatics 
and  defpair  of  his  own  crew,  but  three 


days  before  he  had  a  fight  of  land,  the 
knowledge  of  one  half  of  the  prefen t 
known  world  might  have  Bill  remained 
a  fecret'to  us.

the  Cedars :  He  adds,  that  the  fame 
night  he  left  Quebec,  he  met  the  tranf- 
ports  with  the  Britilh  regiments  from 
Ireland,under  convoy  of  the  Carysfort  and 
Pearl,  and  had  no  doubt  of  their  arriving 
at  Quebec  the  next'  morning;  and  that 
on  his  aiTival  at  the  ifle  of  Coudre  on 
the  28th,  he  found  the  tranfports  with 
the  Brunfwick  troops,  under  convoy  of 
the  Juno  and  Blonde,  at  anchor,  waiting 
the  return  of  the  tide,  in  order  to  proceed 
up  to  Quebec,  the  wind  being  then  un¬ 
favourable;  but  that  lieut.-gen.  Bur- 
goyne  was  gone  before  in  the  Surprize 
frigate,  and  probably  would  land  at 
Quebec  on  the  evening  of  the  »6th.**

As  ibon  as  they  came  on 
board,  they  eat  and  drank  the  captain’s 
provifions  and  liqitors,  fet  butts  of  por¬ 
ter  on  end,  and  flove  their  heads,  to 
drink  greedily,  rummaged  anJ  plunder¬ 
ed  every  thing,  taking  even  our  clothes 
from  us.  The  only  inftance  of  humanity 
they  fliewed.  Was,  that  fent  captain 
Orrock  afliore,  with  Ibme  degree  of  ten- 
demefs,  to  the  pretended  pilot’s  houfe, 
put  him  to  bed,  and  got  a  furgeon  to 
drefs  his  wound.  I  had  the  iatisfa<ftion 
to  hear  it  w'as  not  mortal,  if  a  fever 
could  be  kept  off ;  but  the  great  lofs  of 
blood  rendered  him  weak  and  languid.

ters  at  Cambridge,  where  we  were  put 
into  a  prifon ;  but,  by  the  favour  of  gc*- 
neral  Wafliington,  I  was  releafed  the 
fame  day ;  ^fo  my  brother,  a  boy.  I 
ilaid  ten  days  there,  and  met  with  many 
civilities  from  the  general  and  his  lady. 
I  was  permitted,  with  my  brother,  to 
go  in  a  provincial  waggon  to  New-York, 
at  the  expence  of  America ;  and  had  li¬ 
berty  to  go  for  England,  if  I  could  get 
a  paffage.  I  applied  to  governor  Tryon, 
at  New-York,  and  came  home  in  the 
Swallow  packet.”

ON  Thurfday  dame  on  in  the  court 
of  Common  Pleas,  before  lord  chief 
judice  de  Grey,  an  adtion  of  damages 
brought  by  Stt^ben  Sam,  Efq;  againlt 
William  Henry  earl  of  Rochford,  for  ati 
illega]  feizure  of  his  papers,  and  filfe 
imprifonment,  on  the  a3d  of  Q^bef 
lad ;  the  damages  were  laid  at  30,060  L 
Aa  Yoon  as  the  juiy  were  fworn,  the 
bufinefs  was  opened  by  Mr  Scf.  Glynn, 
who  began  by  faying  that  there  were 
two  warrants,  one  for  the  feizure  of  Mr 
Sayre’s  perfon  and  papers,  and  the 
other  for  committing  him  to  the  Tower. 
He  then  dated  the  various  grounds  that 
the  plaintiff  had  on  which  to  claim  da* 
mages ;  that  he  was  an  eminent  banker^ 
and  having  many  friends  who  lodged 
money  with  him.  As  with  a  mao  of  Un» 
impeached  credit ;  faid  that  the  defen* 
dant’s  condudl  ought  to  be 'capable  of 
judification,  or  that  large'  dlmagea 
(hould  be  given ;  that  a  fecretify  of 
date  had  no  right  togrant  warrants  for 
the  feizure  of  papm;  but  up  Hus  in* 
dance  he  was  willing  to  coip^er  lotxl 
Rochford  as  a  Jddice  of  peace 
only. 

He  then  recited  the  particulars  of  Mr 
Sayre’s  apprehenfion  by  meffcogers,  in 
confequence  of  adjutant  Richardfoti’s  ri*

Tower  on  a  warrant,  lor  “  trea- 
fonahie  pra..'Vieeb,”  notwilhAamling  the 
foliv'iior,  Mr  Reynolds,  had  adviled  his 
Inrdlhip  to  take  the  opinion  of  the  law- 
odicers  t)f  the  cion'  o,  wiio  would  have 
told  iiitii  tl*at  the  «»!ienee  was  bailable. 
'l‘he  lei.ieant  eunttnded  that  the  fei/iue 
and  (leteiitiini  of  papers  was  illegal,  in 
al!  cafes  but  for  high  treafon,  and  yet 
tl*  il  M.*  Sayre  was  committed  for 
**  tna'onablc  privtiees”  only,  which 
amouiit  to  no  more  than  a  inirdeamca- 
i)e>.  ;  that  Ite  was  committed  to  c}cfe 
c’t  his  friends  refiifcd  admittance  to 
him;  a  Uvom  .»l.ieh  Mrs  Sayre  ohtain- 
v  \  un  apjdi  'atimt  to  the  fccrctary  c.f 


<ta  e;  that  he  was  afterwards  brought 
by  h.r'^ms  <  -r  v/  before  lord  MansHeld, 
ami  aumittcd  to  hail ;  that  no  heps 
have  fii'Ce  l*e  n,  >i*m  ever  Yvmild  be  ta¬ 
ken,  to  proreeule  Mr  Sayre;  that  the 
very  charge  cf  treafon  was  given  up  by 
the  feereiar)  of  ftate  by  the  mtxie  of 
commiitancc ;  that  he  was  fine  lord 
Rochfiurl  di<I  not  believe  llichardfon’i) 
(lory;  a’id,  on  the  whole,  he  hoped  a 
veidi«5t  lor  leparation  and  large  da¬ 
mages. 

The  witnelfes  for  the  profecution 
were  «u)w  t  »ikd  ;  the  fall  of  whom  was 
Jof.  We  -d  b*  conAable},  who  depofed, 
th.it  Ik  ap'udid  t!:e  inerfenpeis  to  the 
honl.  *»t  Mr  Sayre,  who  ftid  they  might 
fiarcii  lor  his  papers  ;  they  did  fo  ;  read 
them,  and  ltK>k  fome  away,  and  all 
went  to  lord  Rochford’s. 

Edward  Man  (a  mCiTengcr)  depofed, 
that  he  went  with  others  to  ^lr  Sayre’s, 
w’jcrc  they  got  admitlion  hy  pretending 
to  Ik*  jH>bVired  of  a  forged  draft  ;  laid, 
that  he  told  Mr  Sayre  he  was  come  on  a 
difagreeablc  bufinefR;  that  Mr  Sayre’s 
cloaths  were  brought  him  to  drefs  ;  that 
he  dciiretl  to  go  into  anotlier  room  to 
fpeak  to  Mrs  Sayre,  which  was  granted, 
the  iiiefienger  attending  him  ;  that  fome 
of  the  tvapers  were  uad  by  Sir  Stanyan 
Porter  ami  Mr  Wynn;  that  they  waited 
above  an  hour;  thit  they  then  w’cnt  to 
lord  RiKhford’s  oftice,  and,  in  confe- 
qurnce  of  another  warrant,  condu^fted 
Mr  Sayre  to  the  Towei.  Thi?  evidence 
(aid,  the  hrft  warrant  had  been  lately 
delivered  to  Mr  Sneed,  firft  clerk  to  lord 
Koelilord ;  th.it,  on  receiving  a  fub- 
p<cna  for  the  trial,  he  had  appTied  for  it, 
when  Mr  l^nccd  knew  not  what  he  had 
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done  w'ith  it ;  and,  on  a  Iccond  applica-^ 
tion,  had  miflaid  it. 

‘Joh*!  Pern  w'as  next  called,  who  de¬ 
pofed,  that  the  inelfengcrs  had  called  on,  | 
him,  and  pretended  to  have  a  forged! 
note  on  Sayre’s  hoiife  for  2coI. ;  faid,that 
wlicn  Sayre  was  apprehended,  he  laid  . 
he  was  in  cuAody  of  the  king’s  melfen- 
ger  ;  and  this  deponent  faid  the  feizurq 
of  Ids  perfon  was  of  bad  confequcnci^ 
to  him  as  a  banker. 

John  KcyjiQlds  depofed,  that,  in  confe- 
quence  of  a  nwlTage  from  Mr  Sayre,  he 
went  to  his  houfe ;  was  told  he  waa^ 
gone  to  lord  Rochford’s,  w'hither  he 
went,  and  inliAed  on  being  admitted  ta 
his  client.  He  was  at  ftr/t  refufed  ;  but,^ 
faying  he  would  apply  to  Segeant 
Glynn,  hf  was  admitted  to  an  outer 
room,  vvheic  he  faw  Sir  John  Fielding^ 
and  was  at  length  admitted  to  Mr  Sayre,^ 
w  hom  he  advifed  to  fay  notliing,  nor  to. 
fign  any  paper.  The  niiniitts  of  llic 
examination,  and  Riehavdfon’s  informa¬ 
tion  being  read,  Mr  Reynolds  faid,  “  f 
know*  that  gentleman  too  well  to  give 
credit  to  any  thing  he  fays.”  Reynolds^ 
then  advifed  the  applicatiiin  to  the  law- 
oJTker  -  as  abnye-mentioned.  He  ap-^ 
plinl  the  fiii’e  evening  to  Major  Rains*  - 
ford.,  for  admitlion  to  his  client,  but^ 
couhl  not  fee  him,  nor  ever  did  till  he 
came  before  lord  MaiulVld  to  be  bailed. 

Mr  Reynolds  firthti  depofed,  that  Mr 
Allcyne,  and  another  eounfel,  applied 
in  vain  for  admittance  at  the  1‘ower. 

Major  Kaiasford  depofed,  that  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  priibner,  for  whofe  coinmit- 
nunt  he  produced  the  w^arrant ;  faid 
that  he  refufed  the  admiflion  of  his 
fi  lends,  nor  could  he  admit  them,  with-' 
out  an  order  from  ihe  fccrctary  of  Rate,  • 
to  a  perfon  in  clofe  cuftody.  The  '.var- 
rant  being  read,  the  major  faid,  all  W’^r- 
rants  from  lecretavies  of  were  for 
clofe  cuftody,  which  was  not  the  calc  in 
commitments  for  miirdcr,  by  the  houlc 
of  lords.  He  now-  produced  the  wzur-’ 
rant  for  the  admilTiou  of  Mrs  Sayre. 

Jc/jn  £//ij,  Efq;  depofed,  that  .in  con- 
fcqucncc  of  a  note  from  Mis  Sayre,  he 
applied  at  the  fccretary’s  ofiicc  for  ad- 
milTion  at  the  Tow'cr  (in  company  with, 
lord  FfBngham  and  Mr  Burkek  The' 
anfwcr  was,  that  he  muft  apply  at  the' 
Tower, and,  if  refufed,  make  frclh  ap-^ 
plication  at  the  office. 

The  Attonuy  General  contended,  that 
there  was  nothing  more  in  this  commit- » 
ment  than  in  a  common' cafe  of 
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imprifonmcnt ;  (hid,  that  as  Mf^ayre 
and  his  friends  underAood  the  whole 
proceedings,  he  wondered  they  could 
think  there  was  any  ground  of  com¬ 
plaint  ;  faid,  that  on  the  2cth  of  0<f tuber 
Sayre  met  Richardfon  at  the  Penfylva- 
nia  cofiee-houfc;  alked  him  up  ftairs, 
locked  the  door ;  hoped  he  w’ould  not 
betray  private  conveiVation  ;  alked  him 
the  ItaU*  of  the  Tower,  what  ammunition 
was  in  it ;  if  the  foldiers  might  be  in¬ 
duced  to  Hand  neuter ;  faid,  that  the 
people  had  determined  to  take  the  go¬ 
vernment  into  their  own  hands;  that 
there  were  a  fet  of  fine  fellows  only 
waiting  for  the  fignal ;  that  the  plan  was 
to  feize  the  king  by  corrupting  the 
guards  ;  that  all  depended  on  the  tem¬ 
per  of  the  people.  The  attorney»ge- 
neral  contended  that  any  magiftratc 
muft  have  a<5tcd  as  lord  Rochford  did  ; 
that  it  would  have  been  peculiar  treache¬ 
ry  in  Mr  Richardfon,  as  an  officer,  not 
to  have  mentioned  what  palfed;  that  he 
did  mention  it  to  general  Craig,  who 
advifed  his  application  to  the  fecrctary 
of  (late ;  that  the  warrant  which  follow¬ 
ed  was  but  the  echo  of  the  information  $ 
that  if  the  moft  fimple  larceny  is  com¬ 
mitted,  papers  are  fought  after,  feiz.cd, 
and  kept  as  evidence ;  as  arc  alfo 
Itolen  eifc(5ts.  He  warmly  infifted  that 
lord  Rochford  had  adted  right  by  Mr 
Sayre,  and  ridiculed  the  idea  of  his  hav¬ 
ing  any  pique  againd  him.  He  vindi¬ 
cated  the  meffengers  for  their  honeft 
fraud  refpeding  the  intended  forgery,  in 
order  to  feize  him.  Said,  that  Reynolds 
fliould  not  have  been  permitted  to  be¬ 
have  as  he  did  at  lord  Rochford’s  ;  at-, 
tempted  to  turn  Mr  Glynn’s  arguments 
into  ridicule,  and  to  jultify  the  commit¬ 
ment  to  clofe  cullody;  quoted  a  re¬ 
mark  of  lord  Coke,  in  the  cafe  of  com¬ 
mitments  to  the  Tower,  that  “  ail  cuf- 
tody,  by  tl^  laws  of  this  laud,  fafe 
and  ci(ff  .•’*  He  again  attacked  Mr  Rey¬ 
nolds,  and  inlilted  that  no  bail  had  been 
otfered. 

This  f;>cech  laded  an  hour  and  a  ovar- 
ter ;  in  the  courfc  of  which  it  was  ^iced 
(refpe^ing  Mr  Sayre),  “  if  a  man’s  being 
a  fool,  diould  protedt  him  from  being 
treated  as  a  villain  ?” 

The  fird  witnefs  called,  in  fupport  of 
the  judidcation,  was  Mr  Richardfon, 
adjutant  of  the  drd  battalion  of  guards, 
v.'hofe  information  (which  had  been 
taken  and  fworn  to  before  lord  Roch¬ 
ford)  was  retd  over. 
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It  dated  in  purport,  “  That,  on  the 
19th  day  of  OdobtT  lad,  the  indirmant 
met  Stephen  Sayre,  Efq;  at  the  Pcnnfyl* 
vania  codec  houte,  about  twelve  at 
noon  ;  that  Mr  Sayre  told  him  he  had 
fomething  of  confcqnence  to  inform 
him  of;  that  they  went  up  dairs  to¬ 
gether,  and  as  foon  as  they  were  in  a 
room,  Mr  Sayre  locked  the  door,  and 
alked  if  he  would  preferve  inviolate  a 
fecrct  he  had  to  impart  to  him  in  confi¬ 
dence,  relative  to  a  feheme  in  which  he 
might  be  ufcfnl ;  that  he  replied  he 
would  ;  That  Mr  Sayre  then  faid,  that 
if  mcafures  were  canied  on  as  they  had 
been  of  late,  both  England  and  Ameri¬ 
ca  would  be  ruined  ;  that  a  plan  had 
beeu  framed  to  alter  the  government, 
for  that  the  people  widied  to  take  it  in¬ 
to  their  own  hands ;  that  lord  Mans¬ 
field,  lord  North,  and  fuch  ill  advifers 
as  they  were,  muft  be  all  deftroyed; 
that  feveral  fpirited  fellows  were  pre¬ 
pared  to  rife  when  matters  were  ripe 
for  a(^ion ;  and,  after  a  queftion  or  two> 
Mr  Sayre  owned,  that  the  dcfign  was  to 
feize  the  king  as  he  went  to  the  houfc  of 
lords,  and  carry  him  to  the  Tower ; 
that  there  was  no  intention  of  hurting 
him,  but  he  was*  to  be  conveyed  after  a 
(liort  time  to  his  German  dominions ; 
that  all  the  officers  of  ftate  were  to 
be  changed  ;  that  the  lord  mayor  was  to 
alter  the  (hcriffs,  and  to  raife  the  pofe 
comitatiUf  who  were  to  guard  the 
Tower;  thtot  fifteen  hundred  pounds 
had  already  been  diftributed  among  the 
foldicry  in' order  td  bring  them  over; 
and  that  they  wanted  him  (Mr  Richard¬ 
fon)  by  bribes  or  promifes,  to  induce  his 
bUtalion,  who  were  upon  duty  at  the 
Tower,  to  furrender  that  garrifon ;  with 
feveral  other  allegations  equally  exlra- 
ordinary.” 

Mr  Richardfw  was  crofs  examined  by 
the  plain tilf’scounfcl ;  in  reply  to  whole 
qiieftions  he  faid  he  had  known  Mr 
Sayre  for  near  feven  years,  and  that  they 
lived  on  terms  of  intimacy  ;  [thiscxprci- 
fion  he  afterwards  explained  to  mean  no 
more  than  terms  of  common  civility,  as 
they  had  but  once  met  at  a  perfon’s 
houfe,  and  in  general  only  pulled  off 
their  hats  to  each  other,  and  behaved 
with  that  'decenev  and  good  breeding  in¬ 
cumbent  on  gentlemen.]  He  deebred, 
that  Mr  Sayre  promifrd  in  a  day  or  two 
to  fend  him  ten  or  twenty  pounds  by  a 
trufty  perfon,  for  the  puqx^  which  he

He  faid  that,  on  trials  for  treafon,  the 
courts  have  never  objedted  to  the  fei- 
zurc  of  papers— -that  highwaymen  arc 
always  fearched  for  papers,  piftoh,  and 
other  things  which  may  be  produced  in 
evidence  againft  them.  He  mentioned 
the  intended  affailination  of  Chadcs  U. 
and  William  III.  as  plots  highly  impro¬ 
bable  ;  as  all  fuch  plots  have  been. 

His  lordfhip  ended  by  faying,  that 
if  lord  Rochford  had,  in  their  opinions, 
probable  caufe  for  his  condudt,  they 
mult  find  for  the  defendant;  if  other- 
wife,  for  the  plaintiflP;  and  that  if  they 
did  find  for  the  plaintiff,  they  muft'glve 
fomc  damages.” 

The  whole  being  now  clofed,  the  lord 
chief  jufticc  obferved  upon  the  points  of 
law,  and  then  fummed  ap  the  evidence 
with  great  accuracy.  The  jury  then 
withdrew ;  but  a  point  of  law  l^ng  dar¬ 
ted  by  the  defendant’s  counfcl^  about 
the  competency  ofthc  jury’s  bringing  In 
a  verdict  independent  of  the  after  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  court  in  pof/tf  of  jMficathr^ :

A  letter  from  Marfeilles,  dated  June  i»  ^ 
fays,  “  The  difpute  of  Great  Britain* 
with  her  colonies  proves  very'  advanta¬ 
geous  to  the  commercial  nations  in  the 
foutb  of  Europe,  as  itxraufes  the  Nbrth 
American  commerce  to  flow  into  them, 
which  was  formerly  fecured  to  the  Eng- 
IHh,  and  w'as  v^  lucrative  to  that  n^^ 
tion. — ^At  prefent  trade  feemfi  more  than  • 
ufuaily  briik  here ;  and,  by  advices  from 
Spain  and  Portugal,  we  likewife  judM 
that  thofe  people  ardently  embrace  the 
opportunity  offered  them  of  opening 
new  Tources  of  riches  and  profJ>erity. 
Anglo-American  ftiips  frequently  enter 
the  ports  of  Cadiz  and  Lifbon. 

A  letter  from  St  Efidatia,  dated  May 
If.  by  way  of  Holland,  fays,  You  will 
perhaps  wonder  at  hearing  of  my  having 
quitt^  Philadelphia  for  this  place  ;  ^ut 
the  profpefts  I  had  in  bufinefs  made  it* 
neceffary.  The  tioufc  of  MefTrs  — , 
in  whicfi  I  lived,  having  great  confign- 
ments  here,  thought  it  proper  to  have  n 
perfon  on  the  fpot,  in  whom  they  could  ^ 
confide,  to  (be  into  matters ;  and  I  was  * 
accordingly  frnt,  and  on  a  good  footing. 
Six  (hips  have  b<^n  frnt  from  one  hoiife 
alone;  and  by. their  intcred  feveral  car«' 
g^s  have  been  tlitnidud  to  my  care.— 
The  Dutch  make  the  moft  of  us  in  all 
the  bufinefs  we  do  with  them,  which, ' 
with  the  riik  we  run  from  the  king’s 
crui^rS)  renders  every  tfamg  hazard-^ 
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nus  confequently  ilcar.  Our  prin¬ 
cipal  wants,  Tuch  as  bar  iron,  fail-cloth, 
bcmp,  and  all  forts  of  hard-ware,  the 
Dutch  biing  ns  from  I!nn>pc  ;  but  they 
lay  on  a  very  heavy  proHt,  as  they  know 
we  mull  have  them.  Our  flour,  how¬ 
ever,  with  all  forts  of  lumber,  turns  to  a 
good  profit  here  at  prefent,  and  will 
continue  fo  unh.fs  they  overflock  the 
market.  A  frigate  and  a  Hoop  (d*  war, 
with  an  armed  veU'el,  have  been  crur/.ing 
oft  St  Martin’s  and  Saha  ;  but  one  velfel 
put  out  to  fea  in  the  evening,  and,  get¬ 
ting  out  of  their  track,  tnilled  to  chance 
like  the  refl.  Here  are  two  mafters  of 
flnp'J,  who  cannot  get  a  paflage  to  Eng¬ 
land,  becaufe  they  arc  fuppofed  to  be 
Tories.  'riiO  Dutch,  indeed,  would 
carry  them  to  Holland,  but  then  they 
have  no  money,  and  the  Dutch  have 
neither  chant)  nor  faith.  The  fmall 
pox  had  been  very  rife  here  when  1  firfl 
came,  but  by  inoculation  has  intircly 
fubfuled  ;  and  the  inhabitants,  who  fled 
to  the  neighbouring  ifles,  are  returned 
hither  again.” 

Some  advi-^es  from  Quebec  mciHion, 
that  two-thirds  of  the  failors  who  de¬ 
fended  that  place  were  Jrifli.

By  fome  paflTengers  arrived  in 
town,  we  have  an  account,  that  they  fell 
in  with  a  velfel  at  fea,  from  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  w’ho  gave  them  intelligence,  that 
Sir  Peter  Parker’s  fleet  had  arrived  fafe 
at  Cape  Fear,  except  feven  tranfports, 
which  they  looked  for  every  day,  and 
five  that  were  put  back  to  England,  with 
a  tender,  and  bomb,  SiC,  Soon  after 
the  fleet  left  the  land,  four  men  of  w^ar 
and  thirteen  tranfports  arrived  on  the 
2d  of  May,  and  Sir  Peter  Parker,  with 
twenty  traiifporls,  on  the  3d,  with  lord 
Cornwallis,  col.  Vaughan,  and  the  other 
officers,  all  fafe,  and  (he  troops  were  in 
high  fj)iriis.  Loid  William  Campbell, 
and  the  hun.  gov.  Martin,  were  at  Cape 
Fear,  and  lord  Dunmorc  at  Virginia. 
Cien.  Clinton  was  alfo  at  Cape  Fear  on 
the  9th  of  May ;  but  it  was  uncertain 
w  helher  he  w^ould  difembaik  his  forces 
there,  or  go  elfew  here. — The  {ollow'ing 
gciUlt  men  came  pnffengers  in  the  above 
Ihip  ;  John  Graham,  Efq;  and  family ; 
Sir  P,  Iloiifton,  Mr  Simpfon,  Mr  Mur¬ 
ray,  and  the  chief  juftice. 

A  letter  from  Georgia,  dated  May  10% 
mentions,  that  two  large  fliips  which 
were  lading  w'ith  indigo  for  London, 
and  w’ere  to  fail  in  about  ten  days,  were 
flopped  by  the  pnwincials,  their  cargoes 
taken  out,  and  not  fuffcied  to  fail  on 
any  account. 

It  is  faid  that  the  commander  of  an 
armed  cutter,  in  government  fcrvice, 
cut  out  of  a  port  in  America  feventeen 
veiTels  of  diflerent  fizes,  fome  of  thcin. 
laden  with  ammunition,  and  was  pro¬ 
ceeding  whth  them  to  Halifax,  but  lieiiig 
near  a  frigate  of  war,  went  on  bt)ard  to 
drink  a  glafs  of  punch  with  an  old 
friend,* and  in  the  interim  an  American- 
armed  Ihip  retook  the  whole.

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I^onc  from  hence  this  year,  to  fettle 
in  Dutch  America,  anil  more  are  ftill 
going  ;  and,  what  furprifcs  me  much, 
aiuong  them  there  were  no  lefs  than 
about  fevcnty  Scots  people.  From  the 
great  encouragement  given  by  the  Itates, 
at  their  lad  fitting,  for  fettlers  to  go 
there,  I  am  doubtful  they  will,  in  a  few 
years,  render  their  fettlements  very  ad¬ 
vantageous  to  the  republic,  and  hurtful 
to  the  future  progrefs  of  the  Britilh 
fettlements  in  America.” 

ExtraH  of  a  letter  from  an  officer  in  one 
•f  the  Scots  regiments  in  the  ferince  of 
the  States  Ceneralf  dated  Eimegueuy 
yune 

“  A  company  of  Heilian  artillery,  de- 
figued  for  America,  pafVed  by  here  three 
days  ago.  T'hey  looked  but  poorly ; 
and  1  am  miAakcn  if  their  fei  vices  will 
be  nearly  eijual  to  their  exper.ee.  It 
grates  us  exceedingly  to  fee  foreigners 

aken  into  Brilifli  p^iy,  while  we,  who 
are  fo  neaily  conneded  with  Britain, 
and  ready  at  all  times  to  ferve  her,  are 
refiifed.  The  Dutch  pretend  to  be 
friends  to  government,  but  feem  filently 
to  rejoice  at  the  American  difturbances, 
as  they  hope  to  come  in  for  a  lb  are  of 
the  trade.” 

ExtraH  of  a  letter  from  a  faihr  on  board 
the  Ifis  man  of  <ivar^  to  his  brother  in 
Edinburgh^  dated  ^tebecy  May  26. 

“  We  arrived  here  the  3d  of  May, 
f.nce  which  we  have  driven  the  rebels 
intirely  from  this  place.  The  firft  or 
fecond  day  after  we  landed,  we  beat 
tiiem  from  their  camp,  took  20  pieces 
of  cannon,  all  their  ammunition  and 
provifions,  with  a  number  of  prifoners  ; 
alfo  above  100  of  their  cattle,  which 
were  of  very  great  fervice  to  us  for  frelh 
provifions.  The  Indians  to  a  confidc- 
rable  number  have  joined  us,  and  we 
have  purfued  the  runaways  as  far* as 
Montreal,  which  place  we  have  made 
ourfelves  malters  of,  with  the  lofs  of  700 
of  the  enemy.  We  have  plundered  ma¬ 
ny  of  their  ftore-houfes,  and  deftroyerf 
feveral  batteries  belonging  fo  them.  I 
hope  this  furamcr  will  put  an  end  to  the 
prefent  contell.  I  cxpeift  to  return  to 
England  by  the  end  of  the  year.  We 
live  very  peaceably  here  at  prefent,  none 
of  the  enemy  being  near  to  moled  us.” 

Ext  rad  of  a  Letter  from  London  f 
June  29. 

“  The  Unity,  captain  Wardlaw,  from 
Ocorgia,  brings  advice,  that  at  South- 


Carolina,  they  have  chofen  a  now  aflem- 
bly,  and  appointed  J.  Rutledge,  Efq; 
prcfident,  H.  Lawrence,  Efq;  vioc-prq- 

fultut,  and  - Parfons,  Efq;  fpeaker. 

— The  prcfident  made  a  very  elaborate 
fpeech  on  the  diflblving  the  old  aCTcm- 
bly,  and  opening  the  new.  One  of  the 
firft  ads  of  the  new  aflTcmbly  was,  to 
make  it  death  to  difobey  the  orders,  or 
fpeak  difrcfpedfully  of  the  American 
coiigrcfs ;  and,  by  another,  they  laid  a 
heavy  penalty  on  ail  who  refufed  to  take 
up  arms,  which  is  to  be  collcdcd 
monthly. — The  new  governor,  or  preli- 
deiit  of  the-  alfembly,  was  addrefled 
from  fonie  of  the  meetings  of  the  fecrc- 
taries,  in  which  they  pray  powerfully  for 
his  being  blefted  with  wifdom  /or  the 
high  and  honourable  office  to  which  he 
has  been  tleded. 

“  But  the  mod  curious  occurrence 
of  all  is,  that  the  reigning  party,  either 
by  mifinfonnation  or  dclign,  have  pro¬ 
pagated  ail  arcviunt  of  the  king’s  forcet 
being  ’defeated  at  Quebec.  And  a  day 
of  public  rejoicing  for  this,  and  on  ac~ 
couht  of  Canada  being  delivered  up  to  the 
American  forces^  was  aduajly  ordered, 
and  kept  with  great  form  and  feftivity, 
before  this  ffiip  left  Georgia.’'

July  I.  ■ 

“  A  perfon  is  arrived  in  town,  who 
was  taken  by  the  provincial  rcbeiiB  iq 
November  or  December  laft,  and  who 
remained  their  prifoncr  in'  Cambridge 
mod  of  the  winter  months.  It  is  laid 
that,  during  that  time,  he  was  oftener 
than  once  examined  by  Waffiington 
their  commander,  who  feemed  to  be 
greatly  furprifed  on  hearing  of  the  tran¬ 
quillity  of  Britain,  and  its  almod  unani^ 
mity  with  rclpedl  to  the  affairs  of  the 
colonies,  lie  fays  that  the  rebel  army 
is  very  ill  cluathed,  many  thoufands  of 
them  having  little  more  to  cover  thchr 
naked  nefs  than  a  coarfc  blanket  tied 
about  their  fhoulders :  that,"* altho'  they 
were  very  well  armed,  their  difeiplint 
and  fubordination  w'cre  very  imperfect  % 
and  that  hc'rcally  thinks  they  will  ncyer 
(how  their  faces  to  a  Britiih  army.  He 
adds  that  Wadiiugton  feemed  to  be 
greatly  dejected.”  , 

No  accounts  aie  received  here  of  tb^ 
arrival  in  America  of  the  aid  and  Fra- 
fer’s  regiments,  as  has  been  repoiied ; 
but  advice  is  come  that  they  w’cre  fj^e 
with  within  three  days'  fail  of  Halifax. 
They  had  been  met  at  by  iome  diips. 
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wbo  informed  them  that  Bofton  was 
evacuated,  upon  which  thef  proceeded 
for  l^ifax.  Jiivfr. 

Lad  week  the  fi.-'l  battalion  of  the 
Royal  Scots  (Argylc’s)  marched  from 
Neweafile  for  Scotland  ;  and  is  replaced 
by  the  fecond  regiment  (the  queen’s), 
commanded  by  gen.  Montague. 

On  Thurfdav  laft,  Mr  James  Grego¬ 
ry,  preacher  of  the  gofpcl,  and  fchool- 
mtder  at  Fettereffo,  was  unanimoufly 
eleAed  miniftcr  of  the  chapel  of  cafe  at 
Gilcomftone,  in  the  room  of  the  rev.  Mr 
Alexander  Johndon,  now  minifterof  the 
gofpel  at  Monquhiter. 

On  Monday  night,  betwixt  feven  and 
eight  o’clock,  a  girl,  with  a  child  in  her 
arms,  was  thrown  down,  and  crufhed 
between  two  carts,  in  the  tolbooth- 
wynd  of  Canongate.  The  poor  girl, 
nOtwithftanding  her  unhappy  htuation, 
had  the  prefence  of  mind  to  reach  the 
infant  up  alxjvc  the  w^heels  of  the  cart, 
and  thereby,  in  all  probability,  preferved 
its  life,  while  ihe  herfelf  w'as  lb  cruelly 
Iqucezed  between  the  two,  that  her  own 
is  yet  in  very  great  danger.  The  car¬ 
ters  were  immediately  apprehended,  and 
committed  to  prifon,  but  were  liberate 
about  ten  o’clock  at  night,  upon  hading 
bail.
